2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant filed 
a declaration comparing the closest prior art, Iseki et al. to the claimed invention 
submitting that the prior art, Iseki et al. uses a different catalyst to produce the claimed 
copolymer resulting in a different structure not claimed by the applicant. Therefore, the
